HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP) - 


Another plush Hot Springs club, 
The Vapors, announced Wednes- 


, tday that it would close Aug. 5 


because of financial losses since 
Gov, Orval E, Faubus closed its 
gambling rooms. 


The Southern Club, which had 


operated here more than 
50 


years, closed Monday. 


In each case, owners said the 


clubs would remain closed until 
gambling is legalized here, 
or 


until the city becomes open 
again 


Dane Harris, operator of The 


Vapors, said it lost $29,593 in 
April, May and June. The ca- 
sinos were closed March 29 after 
Faubus threatened 
to 
order 


State Police in to do the job. 
He acted after the House con- 
demned illegal gambling as im- 
moral. 


The Vapors' theater restau- 


rant will be closed. The South- 
ern Club closed its dining room, 
coffee shop, bar, and liquor 
store. The other major casino, 
The Belvedeer, operates only 
curing the racing season at Oak- 
lawn Park. 


Harris said auditors estimated 


the club would lose more than 
$16,000 in July. 


A constitutional 
proposal to 


authorize legal gambling in Gar- 
land County will be on the elec- 


ballot in November, 


Harris said the coffee shop at 


the Vapors would continue to 
operate on a curtailed basis.

The three leaders—the Rev. 


Dr. Martin Luther King, James 
Farmer of the Congress of Ra- 
cial Equality, and John Lewis of 
the Student Non-Violent Coordi- 
nating Committee—are in Mis- 
sissippi to boost the 
predomi 


nantly Negro Freedom Demo- 
cratic party. 


"It would be a real tragedy if 


the civil rights issue is kept out 
of the campaign," said King. 


All three said they considered 


Goldwater 
"an 
unacceptable 


candidate." 


"It is utterly impossible to 


keep civil rights out of the cam- 
paign," said Farmer. He said 
he favored the meeting between 
the President and Goldwater be- 
cause he hoped the presidential 
race "doesn't develop 
into a 


mud-slunging campaign." 


Lewis said he felt 
the civil 


rights issue should go before the 
voters. 


The trio held a news confer- 


ence after a five-hour strategy 
session at Tougaloo College 
near Jackson on the Freedom 
Democratic party.

The Scene at Valley Forge 
Back in 1777 Was Different 
From Scene Found in 1964

What picture comes in your 


mind when you hear the words, 
Valley Forge? Probably that 
old familiar one of George Wash- 
ington standing up in a small 
boat crossing a river amid ice 
and snow with his 
battered 


troops around him. But that 
was the winter of 1777, and this 
is the summer of 1964. As you 
would imagine, 187 years make 
a difference. 


Ask some of the local Boy 


Scouts who just returned from 
the 6th 
National 
Jamboree, 


held at Valley Forge, Pa., what 
those two historic words mean 
to them. Bill Coffee, Monroe 
Pardue, Jimmy Turner, Keenan 
Williams, Jack Fountain, Mike 
Murphy, Terry Huffman, and 
Troop 62 Scout Master Jerry O'- 
Neal were among 52,000 Boy 
Scouts from all over the United 
States and more than 50 other 
nations attending the Jamboree, 
and all agree it was a never-to- 
be-forgotten experience. 


In the first place, Valley For- 


ge 1964 was a campground of 
1777. There was plenty of such 
things as good cheer, 
good 


friends, and good food. In fact. 
national staffers were given one 
important instruction: get lots 
of top quality, balanced delic- 
ous, boy-filling, calorie glorious 
chow! To give you an idea of 
how well those instructions were 
followed, it is estimated that 
13 tons of steak were consumed 
at one meal, and that it took 33 
miles of hot dogs to supply two 


years. But in one important way 
it is the same—foodwise. The 
use of novice chefs was the 
same in jamboree patrols as in 
the Continental forces. In 1777 
inexperience was no excuse for 
wasting or burning food. In 19- 
34 that problem seldom arose, 
thanks to easy-to-fix chow and 
Though care was recommended 
and followed in the handling of 
food, no one was put before the

firing squad for wasting or burn- 
ing food. That didn't happen of- 
ten. After all, these were good 
scouts in the full meaning of 
that phrase. 


The boys from Hope who have 


returned from Valley Forge will 
tell you that they received more 
than one kind of food at their 
stay. As each of the 7 days 
passed, everyone grew closer 
in emotion and devotion to the 
Continental Army by direct con 
tact with surrounding historical 
forts, 
guns, memorials, and 


markers. They became "a part 
of" the men and heroism that 
signaled the origin of America's 
true independence.

Residents of 
Saigon Not 
Good Troops

SAIGON, South Viet Nam 


(AP)—"We don't try to retruit 
roops in Saigon because they 
don't make good marines," says 
a U.S. adviser,to the Vietnam- 
ese marine corps. "The South 
Vietnamese country boys are 
tronger, they're more suscepti- 
ble,to discipline, and they make 
better fighters'." ^, 
. 


A U.S. civilian official said: 


"If we could persuade the Saig 
onese that this war was worth 
fighting, we'd have won half the 
battle." 


A U.S. Ranger adviser, 


West Point, man, said: "With 
decent leadership, Vietnamese 
troops can do wonders .Without 
dedicated officers from Saigon, 
they're lost." 


And another adviser said: 


"There's a lot of talk about the 
Vietnamese people being weary 
of the war. People who talk thai 
way should have a look at some 
little self-defense corps post in 
the heart of Viet Cong territory 
that's been holding out for day: 
and months and years without a 
whimper. 


"There's a lot of war weari- 


ness all right—in Saigon. 


"The 
weariest types you'll 


ever come across are sitting be- 
hind 
desks in Saigon, where 


they haven't heard a sho tfired 
in anger in 10 years." 


By and large, such criticism 


has not been directed at Maj, 
Gen. 
Nguyen Khanh, the Viet- 


namese premier. Khanh has li- 
beralized pay and decoration 
policies for his troops, tried to 
improve morale generally, and 
has set an example by visiting 
the men under fire. Some of his 
officers have followed the ex- 
ample. 


But Saigon, a city of nearly 


two million inhabitants, about 
one-seventh of South Viet Nam's 
population, remains generally 
indifferent.
